Attach Handle To Vacuum 



Locate the vacuum Handle and remove the screw packet 
taped to the base of the Handle. 

Stand the vacuum upright and slide the base of the Handle 
firmly into the grooves at the top of the vacuum body. 

Check to be sure the Handle is fitted to the vacuum 
body. If there is a gap in front, continue to push firmly 
until the Handle is flush. 



Insert one screw provided from the screw packet into the 
™ existing hole. Tighten securely with a screwdriver. 



Attach Vacuum Hose and Tools 



Position the Hose Assembly on the back of the vacuum 
as shown. 



Attach the Hose with the remaining two screws from 
the packet. Tighten securely with a screwdriver. 

Grasping the Quick Reach Handle, slide the end of the 
Hose Wand onto the suction intake opening.

How to Maintain Your BISSELL CleanView 



To maintain maximum cleaning performance, your Dirt 
Container should be emptied when it reaches the "Full" 
line on the side of the Dirt Container.
